cI Dados” He makes the River Jndus run into 
the Red-Sea. Though even this Red-Sea, it mult be 
granted, is not due Eafi of Babylon, bearing rather 
fome points to the South.

South; after which they got Eight more; but our 
Thirty Two area much later Invention. So that if 
the Ancients were but there, or thereabouts, they did 
not much matter Critical Exadnefl, which they had the 
lefs need of, becaufe in their Navigation they were 
ony Coalters, never venturing out of fight of Land 

unlefS full againft their Wills Another Example of 
this lax way of Expreffion in thefe matters, we have in 
the very paffage quoted here by the Querift out of xe- 
nophon, who makes the Exxine Sea the Northern bounds 
ci Cyrus's Territories; whereas, to {peak truth, it lies 
rather to the N. Wes, at leaftas much leaning that way 
as the Red-Sez does to the South of his Territories 

the A’yrcanian. or Cafpian Sea being rather more full 
North of Babylon,’ which doubtlef was alfo under his 
Empixe, there being two Rivers called by his Name, 
running into it, and a Cyropolss juft upon its Pat
